No compassion was shown 
to age or sex, even by the regular scl- 
diers, not even when the victims fell sup- 
plicant at their feet.

A FAMOUS INTERVIEW. 


The Associated. Press Press One on 
a Rival Agency. 
4ssociated Press Lecsed-wire Service. 

“BERLIN, Nov. 16.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
The correspondent of the Associated Press 
called on Maj. von Ebemeyer, formerly. 
aide-de-camp to Gen. von Caprivi, in his 
study at his 
Maj. von Ebemeyer distinctly denied the 
authority of the statement which it was 
alleged was cabled from here questioning 
the accuracy of the interview..which .the 
Associated Press correspondent had with 
Von Caprivi,’and which appeared at .ength 
im papers which received the dispatches 
of the Associated Press in ihe United 
States and Canada on the morhing of Octo- 
ber 28. Maj. von Ebemeyer stated further 
that he would not discuss the question be- 
yond the denial, as he would have to de- 
cline to be drawn into any discussion if 
the United Press was to be a party. 

"The Associated Press interview with 
Caprivi occurred on Friday eventig, Octo- 
ber 27, in the chamber occupied by the 
retiring Chancellor in the Reichsanzeiger 
building, and in the same room in which 
the former interviews with him have taken 
place. Gen. Caprivi received the c»rre- 
Bpondent alone, and his card was taken 
to the general by the white-haired coin- 
cierge, who had performed the same cuty 
on previous occasions. 

Ont he morning of October 28 the news- 
papers in the United States and Canada 
receiving the dispatches of the Associated 
Press ‘received from Berlin a copyright of 
about two thousand words, reciting the 
story of political events in Germany which 
led up to the retirement of Gen. von Ca- 
privi as Chancellor of the empire. It also 
embodied an interview had by the Asso- 
ciated Press correspondent with the retir- 
ing Chancellor, giving in his own words 
the facts leading up to his resignation 
and that of Count Eulenberg from the 
Cabinet. The same dispatch dwelt upon 
the facts given in a former cabled letter 
three weeks ago, and in which the result 
was clearly and accurately foreshadowed. 

On November 14 the United Press sent 
out statements under a Berlin date, calling 
in question this interview and stating it 
was “unauthorized’’ to make a denial. 

The superintendent of the foreign serv- 
ice of the Associated Press at London was 


destroyed, and some persons were put to 
death with kerosene in their own houses. 
AN “OFFICIAL” ACCOUNT. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov.. 16.—The fol- 
lowing account of the Armenian trowble 
Was issued today: 
“Same Armenian brigades, proviiied 
with’ arms of foreign make, joined an 
insurgent Kurd tribe, for the purpose of 
committing excesses. They burned and 
devastated several Musselmen villages. As

“Regular trocps were gent to the scene 
to protest peaceable inhabitants against 
dépredations. The Ottcman troops not 
only protected and respected the subm‘s- 
Sive portion cf the population, and the 
women and dhildrea, but they 
lished order amd tranquility. It is not true 
that the Kurds seized the furnfture, effer.s 
amd cattle of the fugitive Armenians. The 
latter took their effects to the mountains 
before revclting. 

“The Amenian women at present with 
the Kurds belong to the families of jhe 
brigands, and went of their own accord 
with their husbands to the insurgent 
Kurds. Respecting the villages alleged 
to have been destroyed, it was the Ar- 
menians who carried off all their be- 
longings before becoming briganis.”’ 

CONFIRMATORY. NOTES. 

LONDON, Nov. 16.—A dispatch to the 
Standard from Werna, Bulgaria, says that 
despite the Turkish government’s silence 
facts have come out which leave no doubt 
that a massacre of Christians has vccurred 
on as important a scale as the butchery 
at Batok, Bulgaria, which sent a thrill 
of horror through the civilized world. 
The soldiers only rested from their labors 
after twenty-five villages were destroyed 
and thousands of their inhabitants killed. 

Mr. Hallman, the’ British Consul at 
Varna, proceeded to the scene, and then 
reported to the British Ambassador, who 
protested to the Porte. The Sultan ex- 
pressed horror, and ordered an immediate 
report from Marshal Zeki, which appears 
to have seriously involved the Govenor of 
Bitlis.

Judge Allison Smith Dead. 
BCISE (Idaho,) Nov. 16.—Judge Allison 
Smith was found dead in bed today. In 
former years he was prominent on the

MILLERS DEBATING. 


A Proposition to Reduce Their Out- 
put Three Million Barrels. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Twelve rep- 
resenting 500 merchant flouring-mills with 
a daily capacity of 350,000 Darrels, met in 
secret session at the Auditorium today to 
consider the proposition to reduce the out- 
put 100,000 barrels of flour a day for thirty 
days, or 3,000,900 barrels in all. 

The scheme wa's proposed some time ago, 
owing to a large unmerchantable surplus, 
but the recent better demand for flour and 
advance in price has, it was claimed, 
changed the complexion ef the situation, 
and the opinion was expressed by some of 
those present that no curtailment would 
be ordered. It is not ‘thought, however, 
that a decision will be reached before to- 
morrow. Those present represented mills 
in Ohio, Indiana, Minnesoia, Wisconsin, 
Missouri and North Dakota.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—A special to the 
World from Buenos Ayres says ‘that sol- 
diers patrol the streets and a conflict is 
expected at any moment.

A committee of Con- 
gress waited on him asking him not-to re- 
sign, and offering him the support of the 
majority in Congress.

PACIFIC COAST FISHERIEZES. 


One of the most neglected industries 
of this coast is the fishing industry. 
In the ocean along the shores of Calli- 
fornia there is wealth which in any 
other part of the world would attract 
the investment of millions of dollars 
of capital for its development. Yet 
Southern California continues to send 
away thousands upon thousands of 
dollars every year for salted and dried 
fish, when same are found in 
abundance in our own waters. 

It is true that about a year ago a 
beginning was made iff the packing 
of sardines and other fish at San 
Pedro, and the enterprise has, as far 
as we are aware, proved a complete 
success. This, however, is. only a drop 
in the bucket compared with the estab- 
lishments of this character which 
might find profitable employment 
along the coast for thousands of peo- 
ple. At the of 

naritime j.a 
countries is one of the 
most important sources of income, is 
left, with the exception of the salmon 
industry, almost entirely to the same 
class of foreigners who ‘cultivate veg- 
etables for us, the Chines, Portuguese 
and Italians. 

There seems to be osbsolutely no 
reason why we should kelp on import- 
ing small herrings from Mew England, 
packed in cotton-seed oil and sold as 
sardines, when we have right here at 
home unlimited quantities of the true 
sardines, and besides that, pure olive 
oil in which to pack thern. 

Mackerel is another fish which 
abounds in these waters and, might 
profitably be put up on large scale, 
Imported mackerel are very profitable 
in this market, so expensive that the 
economical householder ¢an only use 
them very sparingly. . 

The cost of catching, cleaning, salt- 
ing, packing, storing and marketing 

will of course depend largely on the 
‘method used. The cost per barrel 
would be vastly greater in a plant 
conducted on a small scale with in- 
adequate tools than in a_ properly 
equipped concern, which had facili- 
ties and ability to enter and compete 
in the general market with the East 
ern uct. 

It is not only the coast of California 
that is thus rich in food fish. -The 
northern part of the coast is still more 
favored in this regard. ‘T'wenty years 
ago Lieut. Schwatka drew attention 
to the fishbanks of Alaska as being a 
promising seat of industry and source 
of profit.

It seems that he can fill up 
with fish about as fast as his crew’can 
throw and haul up their lines. 

The Atlantic fishermen preserve 
their fish with salt—indeed, a consider- 
able quantity of the cod are only fit 
to be dried on shore. On the Alaska 
bank the practice at present is to pre- 
serve the fish in ice, of which un- 
limited quantities ean be obtained in 
the Alaska peninsula, The objection 
to the use of ice is its bulk; the quan- 
tity required fills thé schooner's hold. 
Fishermen will probably overcome the 
difficulty by Using ‘a mixture of ice 
and salt. 

It is only quite recently that any one 
has thought of utilizing these great re- 
sources, apart from the canning of sal- 
mon. A few days ago a schooner 
came down from Alaska to San Fran- 
cisco with a cargo of fresh halibut 
packed in ice,’ which was sold on the 
wharf at 5 cents a pound. The enter- 
prising skipper’ will clean up a nice 
little profit by this transaction. The 
marketing of fresh fish, however, like 
the marketing of fresh fruit, nvust 
always remain of less importance than 
the drying:and canning of the same. 
What is needed along the Pacific Coast 
is number of establishments for pre- 
paring all the excellent varieties of 
feod fish that are found in these 
waters, after the various methods 
that are adopted in Europe. 

seer | af if the packer or 
peckers first in the fleld to put up 
these excéllent food fish in a proper 
and business-like manner, putting on 
the market a product that would gain 
them a reputation, and selling at fair 
prices, would be almost certain of 
meeting with great success. The cap- 
ital required need not be great, nor 
should it be too small. Any new en- 
terprise needs -to be conducted on a 
liberal-and broad-gauge basis to make 
it pay. The publi¢ is willing to pay a 
fair price for a good article as soon 
as it knows about it. But it-is not 
willing to pay what it considers exor- 
bitant prices for any thing new or 
about which it knows or thinks it 
knows nothing. 

Perhaps some of the Eastern cap- 
italists who are now flocking into 
Southern California will notice this 
opening for the profitable investment 
of money and will <lo somecihing to- 
ward developing a promising industty 
which, like many other resources of 
Southern California has been hitherto 
neglected by our own people.

Broadway. 


Demand for Lots in Some of 
the Recent Sub- 
divisions. 


Good 


‘Gale of a Corner on Hill Street—In 
Which Direction Will Business 
; Go—The Oil Business— 
Building. 


The real estate market already shows 
signs of stiffening up since the political 
turmoil is over. It is true that the 
municipal contest is still before us, but 
that will not disturb the market to any- 
thing like the same extent as the recent 
election, upon the result of which so 
much depended in regard to the commer-~ 
cial and financial future of the country. 

BOOMING BROADWAY. 
Values of Broadway property are stead- 


- fly on the up-grade and holders refuse to 


make any concessions. Frontage between 
First and Second streets is now held all 
the way from $800 to $1000 a foot and is 
likely from presert appearances to go 
considerably higher within six months. 
The parties who bought that sixty-foot 
lot on the west side of Broadway, north 
of Second, for $550 a-foot, will make a 
good thing out of it and ought to double 
their money within a year of the date of 
their purchase. 
_ An indication of the value which is at- 
‘tached to property on Broadway was 
Furnished a few * days ago, when the 
Graves property on the northeast corner 
of Broadway and Third streets, 120 feet 
on.Broadway and 91 feet on Third, was 
leased for a term of ten years at the re- 
markably high rental of $500 a month, to 
a man who will erect a business block on 
the property. This will give the lessor 
income of $6000 a year or $60,000 for 
ten years, beside@ the value of the 
building, and this for a piece of property 
“whieh: could have been purc about a 
dozen years ago for the price of one 
year’s rental. 
Much as property has advanced on 
Broadway, it is still only half the price 
of frontage in the same block on Spring 
street. The opening of North Broadway 
by a tunnel,.an improvement which is 


‘[mperatively demanded, will lessen the 


difference between values on these two 
streets, as well as between the value of 
property on north and south 
of First street, which is at present un- 
reasonably great: 
HILL STREET. 
_ The rapid advance in values on Broad- 
way has naturally had an effect upon 
property immediately to the west of that 
thoroughfare, which has also advanced 
considerably in. s¥mpethy. During the 
past week a sale was made of a corner 
Tét 87% feet on Fourth by 125 feet on Hill 
street, the price paid being about $25,000, 
‘@ remarkably good one. The property was 
sold by Dr. Den to A. P. Johnson, the 
Riverside capitalist. 

SOUTHWEST OR SOUTH-SOUTHWEST?

_ THE ADAMS-STREET TRACT.

HOUSES ON THE INSTALLMENT 

PLAN. 

Referring to the suggestion made in 
this colimn last week as to a good 
method of selling houses on the install- 
ment plan, so as to place tiem within 
the reach of people of moderate means, 
the Johnson & Keeney Company, an in- 
corporation, calls the attention of The 
Times to the fact that for two years they 
have been selli houses, not exactly on 
this.plan, but Qne-that is much like 
it. They build BOuses on their own prop- 
erty and claim that by doing the work 
in a wholesale way they can sell on the 
installment plan as cheap as the average 
builder does for cash.

SERPENTINE GRADES. | 


The following remarks from the same in- 
terview are in line with a suggestion that 
has been madé in these columns. In the 
hill section it is foolish to attempt to re- 
verse the face of nature by making-a series 
of unsightly cuts and fillings, which, be- 
sides, are very expensive. The proper way 
to treat a hill is to make a winding road 
around it, with a small] open place with a 
park at the top. This would be much 
cheaper, more picturesque, and would set- 
tle up the Mill sections of a city much 
more rapidly than under the present 
clumsy pian of cutting and slashing in 
every direction: 
'e._the street-grades- are-steep no 
attempt should be made to run the streets 
at right angles. They should be run on 
the serpentine plan. This would look bet- 
ter and be better for traffic. It is all non- 
sense, in my opinion, to run streets up 
into the air and make such heavy grades. 
You see, there is where experieace and 
practical knowledge count. I have a good 
knowledge of mechanics, and nothing that 
pertains to the superficial needs cf a city 
has escaped my attention. Some men 
know more in a month than others do in 
a year. ‘I am quick to grasp the needs of 
a situation or a condition. I.can see the 
solution of a problem of that sort in five 
minutes... No, it don’t. take me long to 
perceive the way out of a bad’ state of 
affairs. I have not lived 64 years in this 
world for nothing.’’ 

BUILDING. 

Not only is there no falling off in the 
amount of building that is under way, but 
it seems to be increasing from week to 
week. Last week there were no less than 
fifty-sefYen ‘buildi permits, or, after 
omitting repairs and so forth, an average 
of seven houses a day. In many parts of 
the city one may see a dozen houses in 
course of erection within two or three 
blocks.

The Document as Revised. 
SYNOPSIS OF THE PROPOSED CITY” 
CHARTER AMENDMENTS. 


The proposed city charter amendments 
are being typewritten in the City Clerk’s 
office, preparatory to offiéial publication. 
It is expected they will be presented to 
the Council for final appreval Monday. 
A considerable portion of the sections in 
the new form are much the same as in 


“edited” rather than amended, slight 
changes having been made in the wording 
where it was believed it would be im- 
proved thereby. 
The principal features of the proposed 
ges are given in brief as follows:

“The Mayor is to appoint, subject to the 
confirmation of the Council, the City Audi- 
tor, the Superintendent of Buildings, the 
members of the pofice, park, building and 
fire commissions, the members of the 
Board of Health and the library directors.

Arrest of Mrs. Dr. J. H. Smith for 
the Crime—The Alleged Author 
of the Poor Girl’s 
Ruin. 


4 arly this morning Mrs. Dr. J. H. Smith, 
who conthicts a iying-in hospital at No. 
727 Bellevue avenue, was taken in custody 
on @ charge of having producod a criminal 
abortion,’ which will result in the death 
‘ of the unforwinate victim. The girl in the 
case is Ada Falknor of Santa Ana, who, 
for some months past has been Jiving with 
relatives in this city, and the date on 
which the cAminal operation was per- 
formed. was August 10 last. 
Yesterday ‘the “case was placed in the 
hands of Detective George T. Insley, who 
at once instituted an investigation. It was 
learned that the unfrr-unate girl was ly- 
ing eat the point of death at the home of 
her mother in Santa Ana, it being stated 
that the physicians hai given up all hope 
of saving her life, and that the end was 


Insley, after ascertaining all the facts in 
this city, went to Santa Ana yesterday 
aftefmoghn, where he found that the girl's 
condition was as had been represented; in 
fact, sie was wo low that her ante mortem 
statement could not be secured, and late 
last might it was stated that it was doubt-. 
ful whether she would rally sufficiently to 
it. 
In the meantime the Insley operatives 
continued their investigations in this city, 
and if the fadte are as alleged, the case 
is one of the most heartless and brutal 
on record. On the 10th of August she was 
sent to Mrs. Smith's hospital by a well- 
known young man, and entered underegth 
name of Mrs. Hénry. It is alleged Tha 
she was first given drugs for the purpose 
of producing abortion, tut this being, un- 
successful, instruments were resorted to. 
The girl grew rapidly worse, afd Mrs. 
Smith, becoming alarmed, insisted on a 
physician being called in, and Dr. F. R..- 
‘was summoned. There was some im- 
provement in the girl’s condition, and she 
was taken from the Sniith hospital to a 
roadhouse in the Cahuenga Pass, where 
she remained for semé days. As she was 
not receiving ptoper médical attention, she 
graw worse, and she was then brought 
back to the city, and taken to the Hoff- 
man Ho Here she remained for some 
days, and, it is alleged, was neglected 
a shameful manner. 
Meantime, the girl’s mother became 
alarmed at not hearing from her daughter, 


and #he came up trom Santa Ana to in- 
vestigate. She called on the ne man 
who is the alleged author of the trouble, 


and demanded to know her daughter's 
whereabouts, and he, becoming alarmed, 
sent the sick woman back to her home at 
Santa Ana, and the mother then returned 
to that city, and since has been doing what 
she could for her unfortunate child. 


WHAT THE FATHER SAYS. 


Last night ‘it was ascertained that Daniel 
Falkner, the father of the girl, who lives 
on Clay street, this city, charged that

It was ascertained, however, that he- 
fore being taken to the station the woman 
admitted having received $75 from the 
girl for board and medical attention. She 
of course denied that she had committed 
any criminal act; Dut admitted that the girl 
had come togher house, and that she had 
paid for her d and attention.

Interest in the Sensational 
Trial Increasing. 


The Prosecution Closes After the In- 
troduction of Further 


The Theory of the Defense Outlined 
by the Cross-examination—A 


Very Weak Showing 
Made. 


Interest in the Craig | murder ease is 
apparently inereasing as the trial pro- 
ceeds, for yesterday there was a larger 
crowd in attendance than upon any pre- 
vious day of the hearing, and the morbid 
curiosity of a certain element of the pub- 
lic caused them to form in lines from fhe 
cide door of the Courthouse to the steps 
leading to the County Jail, in order that 
they might catch a glimpse of the triple 
murderer while he was being transferred 
to and ftom the courtroom to his cell, 
both at noon and in the evening. 

Almost every seat within the inclosure 
usually reserved for members of the bar 
was occupied by a member of the ‘‘gentler’’ 
sex, wiile there was a large percentage 
of women in the crowd which was packed 
into the body of the courtroom. 

The proceedings, onthe whole,, were not 
of so interesting a nature as on the pre- 
ceding day, although with the ciose of the 
Case for the prosecution, the defense dis- 
closed its hand. 

The’ theory of the defense, as gathered 
from the lines of the cross-examination 
and its direct testimony, is undoubtedly 
that Craig, upon going out to see his chii- 
dren, was confronted by George Hunter, 
who wem into the house emerged 
again armed with a small pistol. That 
in self-defense he. shot at George twice, 
but one,of the bullets acciientally 
killed his wife. 

Whether or not bis counsel can ex- 
Plain away the story told by little Willie 
‘as to bis father’s threats to kill the rest 
cf his family, howeVer, remains to be seen, 
for with this stumbling block out of the 
way, it would seem that this ingenious 
defense might! raise the question of prob- 
‘able doubt, the minds of the jury. 

MORNING SESSION. 

The day's proceedings commenced with 
little Willie Craig upon the stand again, 
he being recalled’Yor the prosecution for 
the purpose of straightening out one or 
two minor details of the testimony given 
by him on Thursday afternoon. 

Miles A. Long was then recalled for the 
purpose of identifying Asa Hunter, as 
the man on horseback to whom he had re- 
ferred in his testimony on the previous 


day. 

Asa Hunter, an unole of the deceased, 
Emily Craig, was the next witness, and 
his testimony ‘was to the effect that on 
the evening of July 25 last, while he was 
sitting with‘his wife at the table in their 
home near the scene of the tragedy, little 
Willie Craig rushed in and announced that 
his uncle and mother had been killed by 
his father. Witness’s wife swooned upon 
hearing the dreadful news, but after dash- 
ing a glass of water into her face, he left 
her to recover consciousness, and, hyrry- 
ing out to his stable, mounted a horse, 
without waiting to saddle or bridle it, and 

ode over to his brother’s place, where he 

ound the bodies of George and Emily, 
on either side of the screen door of the 
kitchen. As George was lying face down- 
ward in a pool of bdiood and still breath- 
ing, witness lifted his nephew's head up 
and moved it about six inches so that he 
could breathe more easily; but did not 
move the body. He did not examine him 
closely, however, as he was anxious to see

whether Emily was still alive or not. fi 


Finding that she was dead, he rode back 
home, saddled his horse and galloped into 
town as fast as he could after Craig; but 
did not overtake him until after the 
slaughter at No. 727 Buena Vista street. 
His attention was called to Craig as the 
latter passed his house by Willie Craig, 
who said, ‘““‘There goes my papa now,’’ but 
he made no effort to hail or follow him 
then, for he did not know of the tragedy. 
When he moved George’s head on the 
back porch he saw no weapons, but would 
have seen them had there been any there. 

Not over twenty minutes elapsed from 
the time of the shooting and his arrival 
at Buena Vista street. When he reached 
there he said in Craig’s heating: ‘Don’t 
let him lodse, because he shot his: wife 
and George Hunter,” but Craig made no

Mexican, who 
lived opposite the Hunter residence on 
Buena Vista street, and saw Craig there 
on the evening of July 25, was then called. 
The prosecution sought to show by this 
witness that Craig shot himself in his 
presence, but the defense vigorously ob- 
jected, and cited a recent decision of the 
Supreme Court in support of iés contention 
that it was not proper to show the conduct 
of the defendant subsequent to the com- 
mission of the offense. 

‘Mr. Gage being unable to state the ob- 
ject of this testimony in the presence of 
the jury, Mr. Guthrie asked the court to 
exclude that while the matter was 
argued; but Judge Smith stated that rather 
than de this he would sustain the objec- 
tion, and the prosecution thereupon rested 
ts caso. 

THE DEFENSE. 

The defense at once proceeded to intro- 
duce tts evidence by calling to the stand 
as its first witness John Calori, an old 
miner, residing on Walnut street, Hast 
Los Angeles, who testified that he had 
known John Oraig for the past seven years.

While wit- 
niess was holding the horse he saw an old 
lady, who wanted to know what was his 
business there with Craig. She said she 
had forbidden him to come there before, 
and it he returned she would have

His wife took the 
baby and went in the house. Craig was 
quite affectionate with his children. Craig 
was always affectionate to wife and 
children. 

George M. Payne, upon being recalled, 
corroborated Calori’s testimony in several 
minor details, and related a conversation 
relative to this visit with Craig.

this time of year. Farmers are beginning 


to look with some anxiety for the begin-- 


ning of the rainy season. : 


The dried fruit crop is moving off rather 


slowly. ‘ Reports from San #ernardino 
county state that there still remains about 
one-third of the crop of dried apricots in 
the hands of the growers, which is being 
Held for an advance in price. Of peaches 
there are said to be nearly two-thirds still 
in growers’ hands, waiting for an ad- 
vahce. 

The dried-fruit growers of San Bernar- 
fino have been in session and have about 
jecided to form an association to grade the 
dried fruit of that county. It is the in- 
tention to grade the dried fruit into five 
Glasses, samples of which will be kept in 
glass for comparison. , 

Th regard to the orange crop, reports are 
to the effect that it will not be any larger 
than last year, in spite of the increased 
area of orchard in bearing. This is owing 
to the fact that seedlings are very light 
this. Most orange-growing sections 
will market their fruit the coming season 
om the co-operative plan. The growers of 
Alhambra hold a meeting tonight for the 
purpose of organizing. 

Walnuts have been shipped rapidly from 
Rivera during the past week, going off 
at the rate of six or eight carloads a day. 
*It- is stated that the total shipments from 
that point to date amount to 120 carloads, 
which is a great advance on the shipments 
of any previous season. The walnut in- 
dustry in this section is rapidly coming to 
the front.. Since the new soft-shell varie- 
ties have been introduced, which bear so 
‘early, many of our horticulturists have 
planted a few acres to this profitable nut. 

The barley market in San Francisco has 
been very strong during the week, and 
prices have advanced at least 5 cents. 
May ‘barley is at this writing quotdd ‘at 
$1, with an upward tendency. Wheat has 
also been firm. There has, so far, been 
no change. in the local quotations, but 
holders of barley in this section are not 
at all anxious to sell. 


The Almond. 
The almond is beginning to receive some 
attentionijn the mountain regions of South- 
ern California. A large number of trees 


“have been planted recently, notably around 


Banning, in San Bernardino county, and in 
Antelope Valley. In the latter section a 
colony has been recently founded for fhe 
purpose of engaging in almond culture. 

The ne plus ultra, California paper-shell, 
1.X.L. and the nonpareil are the names of 
the better varieties. They commence bear- 
ing in three and four years. There is lit- 
tle or no labor attached to the harvesting 
,of a crop of almonds; and.not only that, 
you can almost choose your own time 
about barvesting—any time after the nuts 
are ripe; yet it is safer to gather them be- 
fore any thheavy rains come. It is liable to 
blacken them and make it difficult to get 
them. white again. 

The nuts are ready to gather when the 
hulls open, disclosing the almond, usually 
about the middle of September or the first 
of October. At this time grain-harvesting 
is over, and there are usually many men 
to hire out to whom you do not have to 
pay fancy prices. You could not get your 
labor as cheap if your crop ripened in the 
gummer. In gathering a largé.canvas sheet 
is spread under the tree, and the limbs 
are struck sharp blows with poles until all 
the nuts are shaken off. These poles are 
of the straightest-grained Oregon pine, 
about fifteen feet long, and one and one- 
fourth inches square, .with the edges 
rounded off a little. This striking of the 
limbs with poles does not injure the tree 
at all, and besides, it hulls a portion of 
the nuts. 


After gathering, the almonds are put 
through the hulling chine. The almond- 
huller of the present day is a rather in- 
complete affair. It consists simply of an 
iron or wooden draper run by steam or 
horse-power, carrying and rubbing the un- 
hulled nuts against a stationary top-piece, 
which fits down just close enough to the 
draper to allow of the nuts passing through 
without breaking them. This rubbing and 
chafing takes the hull off, and then the 
nuts are separated from the hulls by the 
hand. When the necessity comes for an 
almond hulling and separating machine, 
there will no doubt be invented a machine 


that will hull and separate the almonds 


from the mass of hulls, which will greatly 
cheapen the preparing of the crop for mar- 
Ket. This necessity will soon arrive, for 
Caljfornia can grow almonds to great profit. 

It might pay some of those who have 
land in the more elevated regions of South- 
ern California where the dimond seems to 
thrive best, to experiment with this profita- 
ble nut. 


_ Pomologists at Pomona. 

The autumn meeting of the Pomological 
Society of Southern California was held 
at Pomona on Thursday and Friday of this 
week. A number of interesting papers 
were read, followed by discussions, of 
which a detailed mention will be made in 
future issyes of The Times. 


Regarding Harris Brothers Company. 

Several months ago The*Times published 
particulars concerning the operations at 
Alhambra last season of a northern com- 
mission firm, known as “Harris Brothers 
Company,’’ represented in Los Angeles by 
one Marcus Katz, and of a suit whick was 
brought against the firm by a number of 
Alhambra orange-growers. The California 
Fruit-grower, of recent date, contained 


. the following article on the subject: 


“We hear that the suits begun in Los 
Angeles by L. ©, Anderson and others 
against Harria Bros. & Co. have been 
thrown out of court. These actions arose 
out of alleged breach of contract on the 
part of the firm named, relative to the 


. purchase and sale of oranges from growers 


in Southern California. In our issue of 
September 15th mention was made of the 
actions commenéed and the burden of com- 
plaints made by the plaintiffs in the case. 
Among the complaints filed was that of 
L. C, Anderson, to. the effect that the de- 
fendants, Harris Bros. & Co., had not 
properly accounted to him for fruit re- 
cclved and sold, Dut that the defendants 


-having guaranteed a net. return to the 


miaintiff of $1 per box, the sAid defendants 
scill owed the sum of $541: We do not 
mow care to go into ths details of this con- 
troversy, but since the plaintiffs are re- 
ported to have been non-suited we y say 
that Messrs. Harris Bros. &°Oo. send to us 
tie follgwing statement relative to the con- 


tract of Mr. Anderson whose complaint f 
court we have here alluded to: ° 
“*Relative to L. C. Anderson’s ship- 
ment, we hold his contract wherein he 
states that for and in consideration of 
the sum of $200 paid to him he 
and binds himself to assign and deliver to 
the said Harris 
of the oranges in his orchard amount- 
'ing to at least 900 boxes or more; 
that the said Harris Bros. Company 
agree to advance cost of pack- 
ing, etc., and to dispose of the same on 
commission at best possible price to be 
realized on the markets of Seattle and 
Tacoma, receiving for their services the 
sum of 10 per cent. and drayage; and yet 
Mr. Anderson sets up in his complaint 
that we guaranteed him the sum of $1] per 
box net on the trees, when we hold this 
contract with his signature,’ | 
“As previously stated, we do not know 
the cause of the non-suits alluded to and 
whether the suits were dismissed on their 
merits, or some technicality like substi- 
tuting the name of ‘Harris Bros. & Co.’ 
for the real name, Harris Bros. Company. 
In any event, it would appear that a good 


deal of blundering has occurred. 
If men sign contracts to sell or 
buy oranges at a given price 
they should be compelled to abide 


by theie contracts, whatever the result. 
If the’ grower signed contracts, as alleged 
by the Harris Bros. Company, and re- 
ceived the stipulated guarantee per box as 
stated by the latter, it is difficult to see 
why they should not be compelled to live 
up to the terms of the contracts. If they 
made foolish agreements, that fact cannot 
relieve them from the obligations thus as- 
sumed. We have no interest whatever in 
this matter except the desire to see fair 
dealing on all sides, and we trust that the 
litigation that has resulted in these cases 
will have the affect to clear the atmos- 
phere all around and better’ define the 
reciprocal rights, duties and privileges of 
both buyers and sellers of fruit and other 
products.”’

Not content with the opinions of the 
farmers of tts own State, the State board 
has gone outside and obtained the views 
of leading farmers and of editors and 
others. They coincide in the main, with 
the Kansas views. D. E. Salmon, chief of 
the Bureau of Animal Industry, United 


on. the subject, says: 

“When wheat and corn are the same 
price per bushel it is preferable to feed 
wheat and sell corn: First, because wheat 
weighs 7 per cent. heavier per,bushel than 
corn; secondly, because wheat is weight 
for weight; an equally good grain for fat- 
tening animals and better for growing 
animals; and, thirdly, because there is 
much less value in fertilizing elements 
removed from the farm in corn than in 
wheat. -There are certain points to be 
borne in mind when one is commencing 
to feed wheat. Our domesticated animals 
are all very fond of it, but are not accus- 
tomed to eating it. Precautions should 
consequently be observed to prevent acci- 
dents and disease from its use. It is a 
matter of common observation that when 
full-fed horses are changed from old to 

w oats they are liable to attacks of in- 
digestion, colic and founder. If such re- 
sults follow the change from old to new 
oats, how much more likely ere they. to 
follow a radical change, such as that from 
oats to wheat? For this reason wheat 
should at first be fed in small quantities. 
It should, when possible, be mixed with 
some other grain, and care should be taken 
to prevent any one animal from getting 
more than the quantity intended for it.” 

An Iowa farmer writes encouragingly 
“of the success he had in fattening steers 
on wheat. One in Ontario sends a report 
of how he increased the milk in quantity 
and quality of his milch cows, and how 
his dairy got to be a source of revenue 
by reason of the increase in the butter, all 
of which he attributes to the feeding of 
his cows on wheat. An Ohio farmer sends 
the ,.Kansas farmer greeting in this wise— 
almost enthusiastically: 

“Yes, feed jt (wheat.) It is a cheaper 
feed at present price than corn or oats. 
Feed it to your horses; they will thrive 
upon it. Feed it to your hogs; they will 
fatten on it and furnish the best of pork. 
Feed it to your cows; it will promote milk 
secretion. Feed it to poultry; it will make 
them lay eggs, and eggs are profitable. 
Mix wheat with oné-fourth corn,*or with 
one-fourth corn and one-fourth oats, and 
take it to the mill and have it ground 
coarse. Feed your wheat. There is an 
enormous crop in the country, and in the 


wheat. It is selling at Cleveland at 53 
cents, while corn brings 62 cents and cats 
42 cents. Reduce these to common terms 
and’ you can express it this way: 

1680 pounds of oats are worth ......$22.05 
1680 pounds of corn are worth....... 18.60 
1680 pounds of wheat are worth .... 14.56 

‘Feed the wheat. Turn it into pork, 
mutton, beef, pouRry, milk and eggs. If 
every farmer in this country who has 
raised a crop of wheat could use half of it 
inthis way, it would effectually settle the 
surplus question and the cry of over-pro- 
duction, and the other half of the crop 
would command a dectnt price. Corn farm- 
ers ‘will make money by selling a part of 
their.corn and buying wheat, and the man 
who has a crop of oats to feed never before 
had such a chance to increase its feeding 
value as now. 

“The advice of one intelligent farmer on 
the question under consideration may inr 
terest the farmer who is considering the 
question as to whether he is warranted in 
feeding wheat to animals. He writes: 

“Tf, as I believe, overproduction of wheat 
is largely th® cause of the low price, feed- 
ing it largely during the coming year 
ought to reduce the surplus so as to cause 
much better prices. I certainly would not 
advise farmers to sell off their wheat at 45 
cents @ ,» a8 many are doing, 
will, in all probability, be obliged.to buy 
60-cent corn, or bran at $16 to $20 a ton 
to feed their atock.”’ 

The following from the National Stock- 
man, of Pittsburgh, forms the conclusion 
of the report: 

‘‘Hogs. which have been ‘fed and finished 
upon wheat alone are now coming into 
our fat-stock markets, and one of the im- 
portant features of this new departure in 
the production of pork is being put to 
a practical test. As far as observations 
go, the results are not what have been 
claimed for them Dy many who have 
been enthusiastic on the matter of feed- 
ing wheat. Hogs which have been fed 
wheat alone are not the best sellers that 
are now placed upon the market. Buy- 
ers discriminate against them, not be- 
cause they have been fattened upon 
wheat, but because they do not show that 
fine finish and ripe condition that strictly 
corn-fed hogs always show. It will do to 
grow and partially finish hogs on wheat, 
but the finishing touches must be made 
with corn, if highést prices are expected.”

My Dear Sir: I was talking with E. P. 
Vining, who spent a considerable time in 
Europe, Asia and other .countries, and he 
spoke particularly of the country about 
Smyrna and in Asia Minor, stating that 
there was a very large. trade there in 
licorice; that the it grew-on-was 
very much like our’ California soil. I 
know that there is a very large traffic in 
that article and'I thought very likely it 
would be well for California to try it. 
Probably you will know, in case it is 
thought well of having it there, how to 
raise it. I do not know, myself, whether 
it grows from seeds, bulbs, roots or slips, 
but if you think well of it and let me 
know, I will see what I can do in getting 
gome plants from Smyrna to California; 
that is, if we would have to go so far 
as Smyrna to get them, but if you will 
let me know what is wanted I will en- 
deavor to get some and send it to Cali- 
fornia, even if I have to send to Smyrtia 
for it. 

He also said that filberts grew in Spain 
on land very much like California land. 
I do not know that I ever saw them 
growing, but as they are easily raised I 
thought, perhaps, it would be well to 
cultivate them there, if-they are not al- 
ready doing 80. 

He also spoke of wild thyme, which 
grew in the mountains of Palestine and 
on the very poorest and dryest kind of 
soil. He says that it has a very rich but 
small flower, that makes the best honey 
in the world, and plenty of it. I. thought 
if we could get something of that kind 
grewing on our mountain sides in Cali- 
fornia, where now only greasewood, man- 
zanita and sagebrush grow, possibly it 
would pay. 

He also spoke of date palms that he 
saw in Egypt and Arabia, and said. that 
they were very profitable and gave large 
returns to those who produced them. . 
course they are not new in California, 
but I have often porn “a of writing to my 
people there to pla 
of them, as I understand it takes some 
twenty-five years before they are old 
enough to produce well. 

In this I may be wrong, but if you 
think well of this I would like to have 
you suggest to our people that in some 
suitable places they prt out a few hun- 
dred or a few thousand trees—if they- do 
not. cost too much—so as to give those 
who are here some twenty-five years later 
this kind of fruit of California growth.

Over-irrigation of Orange Trees. 

(California Fruit-grower:) Our alert con- 
temporary, the Ficrida Agriculturist, quotes 
from the Los Angeles Times the state- 
ment by a Pomona orange-grower 
the crop will. be finer than usual this year 
owing to a scarcity of irrigating water 
and better cultivation. The Florida paper 
then springs on us the following conun- 
drum: 

“Are we to infer from this that the 
practical horticulturist thinks that irriga- 
tion injures the quality of the fruit? We 
have always thought that a surplus of 
water would do more damage than good 
to both quantity and quality, but from 
the abéve the conclusion. naturally will be 
that if the growers improved the quality 
of fruit by irrigating less, they could have 
ifmproved it still] more (if they could have 
produced it at all) by not irrigating.”’ 

We may say to our Florida friends that 
no good orchardist who irrigates in Cali- 
fornia believes that proper irrigation in- 
jures the quality of the fruit. But too 
much irrigation may, do it, and a great 
many people irrigate too much. When 
irrigating water is cheap it often fresults 
that too much of it is used. A small boy 
turned loose in an orchard of unripe ap- 
ples is apt to overdo the matter of con- 
sumption of fruit, and it is the same with 
many orchardists who have an abundance 
of water: The California Fruit-grower has 
long béen an advocate of less irrigation 
and more cultivation, and the experience 
of orange-growers this year fully corrobor- 
ates the views often expressed in these 
columns, that ordinarily orchardists are 
more Hable to use ‘too much rather ,than 
too little water. 


Save the Cull Oranges.

The Pineapple in Florida. - 
' The pineapple crop of the Florida east 
coast—not including the Keys—says a 
correspondent in the New York Tribune, 
is estimated this year all the way from 
40,000 to 55,000 crates. These crates are 
in size about that of the regulation or- 
ange box, but in weight they will aver- 
age, when filled with “pines,’’ over twice

of pineapples to 
the crate is sixty-four, but the fruit va- 
ries in size, some varieties rowing very 
large and vy. A congervative esti- 
mate of this year’s crip is about 50,000 
crates, or fully 3,200,000 pineapples. 

Heretofore the pineapples af the East 
coast have netted the growers all the way 
from 4% to 6 cents apiece on 1n average, 
although some large, fancy variicties 
bring im from 10 to 15 cents each... If 
this year’s crop should net 5 cents apiece 
—which now seems altogether probable— 
this industry would bring at least $160,- 
| 000 in cash to the East coast for distri- 
bution among the growers, in sums rahg- 
ing from $1000 to $6000—only a few re- 
ceiving less than the former amount or 
more than the latter. 

The eting season extends over

The hen’s legs’ may be yellow in the 
fore part of the season and nearly white 
later, especially when she has not been 
permitted to raise a brood of chicks, The 
beaks of both sexes may be yellow or 
clean when: chicks and nearly so whén 
fowls, but the time to mark them, for this 
particular, is when they are about 3 
months old, when they will show objec- 
tionable color, if ever. In this way you 
can soon remove what some people have 
so much trouble with—colored beaks and 
legs. 


An’ exchange says the skim milk from 
each cow is worth $20 per year for feeding 
hogs.

Successful Feeding. 

(Anterican Cultivator:): A great part of 
the difference in farmers depends on the 
way “they feed their stock: To be a good, 
and therefore euccessful feeder, does not 
mean merely to give a sufficiency of food. 
Not to do this is, of course, poor feeding. 
But the man who thinks that giving a 
plentiful supply is the main thing has 
much to learn. Food, to do any good, must 
be digested and assimilated in the animal, 
and to secure these ends it must have 
the right kind of nutrition, be eaten with 
a reiieh, and be Hmited in amount to 
what the stomach oan digest. If any of 
these points are disregarded loss must {ol- 
kw. Kis only on coarse, unpalatable 
fooi that animals cah be allowed to eat 
abl will without danger of cloy- 
ing themeelves. This food is generally de- 
ficient in nutrition, so that ft requires all 
the animal oan eat to keep it in fair con- 
dition. If thrifty growth is desired there 
must be a’ change in the ration, so as to 
bd more nutrition without increase of

One result, other than 
the simple record of milk and butter..ds 
the demonstration that the cows aye doing 
just what they were bred to do—showing 
the great ‘improvements that have been 
made by breeding for a special end. This 
whole herd has proved this. It. is better 
for a man to have one cow which produces 
fourteen pounds of butter in a given time 
than two, each of which produces seven, 
It is cheaper, for the cost of one cow, 
care and keeping, is that much tax be 
the expense of the other—that-is, in the 
second cage it coéts twice as much to 
produce the same amount. In cattle, as in 
everything else, the best is the cheapest. 


The high price of oats will doubtless 
lead to a larger seeding with this crop an- 
other year. It is not likely, however, that 

sats will ever be so cheap as they have 
been in years past. They are an exhaustive 
crop, and one which the best farmarn do 
not_ wish to grow except for use on the. 
farm. For this reason the crop Is largely

This 
is one reason why s> large a proportion 

of the oat.-crop is of poor quality. It is 
light weight because it is grown on land

out trouble, netting me more clean cash 
than any other of my investmen‘s. 
Strikes may come and go, markets 
fluctuate, scale’ and pests may eat ‘out or- 
chards, banks may burst and mines peter ” 
but my alfalfa patch goes on for. 


The New Bee Disease. 

(Elon Hart in California Cultivator:) A 
new disease among bees has made its ap- 
pearance which bee men are anxiously 
watching, but, up to the present time, has 
caused no alarm in particular. As -bee 
inspector of Los Angeles county, I havé 

n requested to state what I know abovt 
the disease, as my. opportunities for gaii- 
ing information are perhaps better than 
bee men’s generally are, as I am among 
bees throughout the county. 

If what this man, that man and 
other man says was true, the cause’ and. 
easy matter and would 
soon be settled. In my own mind 
unsatisfied as to the cause or cure. 

I. discovered the disease in my own 
apiary four years ago, in two hives. I 
removed: them from my apiary to my 
home in Pasadena and it sdon disappearéd 
and I saw no: more of it until] this séason 
I find it in-a number of hives. The next 
I saw of it it was at Santa Monica, three 
years ago. It was quite plenty in one 
hive, and I requested the party to watch 
it closely and inform me later, which he 
did, and said as hot weather advanced the 
diséase improved, and, later, disappeared 
entirely. So seldom did I discover it for 
two years after, I paid no attention to it 
when I saw it, until last May I was calléd 
to Soledad Canyon, where I found it se 
plenty that I became a little excited. In 
some aplaries I found it in nearly every 
hive and in every aplary I examined. I! 
found it in my own apiary and neigh- 
borhood, Newhall, San Francisco Canyon 
and Elizabeth Lake country, every 
aplary I examined the disease cropped out. 
Some called it ‘“‘chilled -brood,” but it 
cannot be that, fo: it is found in the 
center of the broodnest as often as on the 
outer edges, and further, the grub dies 
at about eight days old before any shape 
or legs are visible. They die at the age 
they do with ‘foul brood,” and the bees 
treat them the same, onty when they get 
a little dry the bees remove them, which 
they do not with “foul brood.” It looks 
like “foul brood,” but take a>stick and 
puncture ft and it is watery, whitish and 
curdiy or granulated and is easily taken 
from the cell. 

“Foul brood’”’ is coffee-colored. Put 2. 
stick into the céll ‘and it ropés out, breaks 
and flies back like rubber. Some think 
it. is g peculiarity of the season which 
causes the disease; others think the bees 
collect polson and feed the young. If that 
is the ‘cause why doesn’t the larva die 
when about four days old, for itis certain 
that they eat the same food at four days 
that they do up to the time they come out 
a full-fledgéd bee? Others ‘think it is 
caused by a spore or fungus growtb in 
their cells: I think it would not have 
escaped the notice of+*Prof. Clark if that 


| was the case, as I understand he has ex- 


amined a number of samples sent him. 

thousand stands of bees the p n : 
I have found the disease in all kinds of 
hives and in all condftions. Of two of the 
worst cases I have seen, one Was a very” 
heavy colony in bees and honey, and the 
other was‘on the ‘point of starvation, so it 
is-easy for me to believe that it is neither 
riches nor poverty. that causes the disease. 
I made this statement at the Bee-keepers’ 
Association, and was gently reminded by 
a brother member that my statement con- 
flicted with that of Prof. Cook, that he fed 
his bees and the disease left. Now is it 
not possible that the disease was just. 
ready in that case tp leave, and may it 
not be possible that the change of food 
he gave them was just what they wanted 
and had the desired effect? Now if that is’ 
the case, that a change of food is what,is 
Wanted, Prof. Cook has solved the secret 
of the disease, all I can claim is tliat the 
disease exists in all conditions among 
bees, and brother Cook and I will have no 
bones to pick’ on this point. Further than 
this, J] will leave the subject for wiser’ 
heads than mine to solve.

On 
July 21 G. W. Chrisman stated to the board 
that the light company would donate three 
additional lights provided the seven were 
found insufficient. By petition three addi- 
tional Hghts were added to those contracted 
for, making the cost to the city $125 per 
month. , The foregoing rates continued un- 
til August, 1891. 
About the time this contract expired the 
Lighting Company, who had an 
électric light and gas plant in this city, 
appeared before the board and requested 
they be allowed to bid on the street 
lighting. To shut out opposition the Land 
and Power Company, who were furnishing 
the lights, offered to enter into a three- 
years’ contract to furnish sixteen are 2000- 
candle power lights at $6.25 per month 
each. The board accepted their offer, and 
entered into a contract. 

At the expiration of this contract, Aug- 
ust 17, 1894, the president of the company 
appeared before the board and refused to 
extend the contract, claiming that he was 
running it at a.loss, but offered to enter 
into a contract for one year at $10 per 
month per light, or $9 per month for a 
three-years’ contract, but stipulated that 
the board should retain the present num- 
ber of lights—nineteeen. The board were 
willing to continue the old contract, but 
owing to the hard times and necessary 
curtailment of municipal expenses, they 
refused to accept the contract as proposed 
by Mr. Chrisman. Hence the darkness. 
The question naturally arising is this: If 
the Land and Power Company could afford 
to furnish lights at $6.25 each when there 
was a prospect of opposition, why can they 
not furnish them at $8 when they have a 
clear field? There is a splendid oppor- 
tunity for an enterprising outside.company 
to step in and do a little bidding.

The Times odrre- 
spondent inhaled twhercular germs in a 
consumption ‘hospital at Asheville, N. C., 
Oontracted the disease, lost part of one 
lung, and, owing to robust constitution and 
favorable climatic o3nd@itions of Southern 


California, has regained health. A careful 


study of the disease and opinions of ex- 
pefts proves that time for fructification of 


tubercular germs inhaled into respiratory 


tracts of the human system is usually six 
instead of two weeks, as was the experi- 
ence of your correspondent. It is doubtful 
if. any authentic medical record exists of 


demonstrated symptoms cf phthisis two 
weeks after supposed inoculation of the 


system with tubercular germs. The étrin- 
gent laws of the New York Board of 
Health for the prevention of the spread of 


consumption, are an example for every 


well-regulated community . of 
These laws or ordinances require physi- 
cians to report every consumptive case 
brought-them to the Board of Health and 
provide proper safeguards for disposition 
of sputa from such patients, in order to

help prevent dissemination of tubercular 


germs in the form of dust which might 
arise from dried expectoration. The chances 


of a healthy human, even if inhaling these 


germs, of thus contracting disease, 


are 


comparatively very few. A healthy sys- 


tem usually kills the microbes when in- 
haled. Yet the dangers are considered 
sufficient to warrant the closest 


public 


supervision of this class of patients in 
order to prevent spread of the disease.
